Twenty Steel Workers Drowned 


Near Pittsburg. 


Pittsburg, May 12.—Twenty persons 
are missing and all of them are be­ 
lieved to have been drowned when a 
gasoline launch sank in the middle of 
the Ohio river near Schoenville, four 
miles below Pittsburg, last night. 
Of 
the thirty occupants of the boat, only 
ten are known to have escaped. 
All 
the men were employ es of the Pressed 
Steel Car company at the McKees 
Rocks plants, and had left the works 
to cross the river in the launch. The 
boat is said to have been Intended for 
only twenty persons and is said that 
it was dangerous to attem pt to carry 
as many as twenty -five in it. 
But 
all the men wanted to get across the 
river on the first trip of the boat and 
thirty of them crowded in. When the 
boat reached the middle of the stream 
where the w ater is perhaps twenty feet 
deep, it suddenly sank. 
There was no explosion, no leak 
was sprung, but the boat simply sank 
beneath the weight it had been bearing 
and went to the bottom. As it sank, it 
caused a suction which took many of 
the men down with i t 
Others at­ 
tem pted to swim ashore but were 
chilled by the cold w ater and became 
exhausted before reaching the shore. 
So far as is known, but ten of the men 
reached the shore.

miles to Richmond must have been 
made with the robin on her nest most 
of the time. Since arriving at Rich­ 
mond, however, the mother has left 
her nest at intervals and the railway 
| hoy s say she seems to understand 
that she is among friends. When the 
eggs are hatched, if it is believed 
practical, the y oung birds and the 
nest may be transferred to the eaves 
of a nearby building, but the chances 
are that Car 16 6 56 will be tied up for 
a month to come, waiting the day 
that the y oungsters can fly . The nest 
rests at the very edge of the journal 
box, but the mother bird ingeniously 
“cemented” it to its resting place 
with daubs of mud.

Paris, May 12.—The chamber of 
deputies after a storm y session of 
four hours adjourned the debate on 
the interpellations on the postal situ­ 
ation until May 13. 
The response of 
the postal employ es was q uick and 
decisive. 
W ithin half an hour the 
federal committee had issued an order 
for a general strike and the railway 
mail clerks walked out in a body . An 
hour later a meeting of 6,000 postal 
employ es at the Hippodrome took up 
the gage of battle and unanimously 
voted to strike. 
There was no great 
enthusiasm shown, but determination 
and resolution to force the hand of the 
government was apparent. 
“The governm ent is 
play ing 
for 
tim e; we m ust not be caught napping,” 
was the spirit of the meeting as ex ­ 
pressed by Pauron, a dismissed post­ 
man, and one of the most active or­ 
ganizers of the movement. 
The gov­ 
ernm ent was charged with failure to 
keep its promises at the conclusion of 
the previous strtke, especially with re­ 
gard to the retirem ent of M. Simy an, 
under secretary of posts and tele­ 
graphs. 
M. Deschanel considered the crisis 
very grave. He laid the responsibility 
for the present situation largely on 
"parliam entarism ,” which he said was 
working in a vicious circle, and he 
considered that the only remedy would 
be the introduction of real civil ser­ 
vice, based on merit, to end favoritism 
and the spoils sy stem. 
M. 
Barthou, 
m inister 
of 
public 
works, the governm ent’s only spokes­ 
man, insisted that neither he nor Pre­ 
mier Clemenceau had promised Secre­ 
tary Simy an’s dismissal.
